Report of Good Roads Committee. 


——— 


To the Warden, and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: We, your Committee on County Roads, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


Most of the Black Top Roads are finished and all of the 
experimental pieces which were laid with both Asphalt and 
Tar have now been completed with the exception of a top 
coat on Road 21 in Townsend. If any one cares to inspect 
these, note the following: Road 1, West of Courtland—2 
miles of D.S.T.; the 144 miles north-east of Maybees Corners 
is tar, the next 1% mile is asphalt. . 


Road 6—1 mile of D.S.T.; asphalt south of Orange Hall 
and from there 1 mile of D.S.T, with tar. 
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Road 7, Woodhouse—D.S.T. approximately 1% mile west 
of Walsh Corner to Partridge’s House is asphalt; from that 
point to Pine Grove Church is tar. 


Road 12, Woodhouse—D.S.T. from Matthew’s Corner to 
around the bend is tar, and from the bend to the top of the 
hill at Port Ryerse is asphalt. 


Road 21, Townsend—is mulch. First piece north of Villa 
Nova is tar; from the end of this road past the butter factory 
is asphalt and the next concession north is tar. By the next 
meeting we hope to have figures showing complete costs on 
these roads. 


Jobs as laid out completed to date have a total estimate 
of $55,050.00, with the expenditure being $59,441.21. 


Road 10, north of St. Williams, was laid out for tar the 
first concession, and gravel from the next concession to the 
Reforestry Station. Requests from some of the residents of 
that district and due to the fact that we received a better 
price on stone laid on the road, despite the fact it had to be 
trucked in but at a large saving, we expect to Black Top this 
road from St, Williams to the Reforestry Station corner. 


Road 39 in Woodhouse, on the County Line, is being 
mulched with asphalt. Most of the retreatment is completed 
and a majority of the D.S.T. 


Road 13 south of Kelvin was all graded and gravelled in 
place of part as laid out. 


The experimental piece on Road 9 in Houghton has been 
completed. 


You will note on the Financial Statement the expenditures 
on Road accounts to date. 


Accounts passed since the June session are $80,022.52. 
Committee fees, $554.00.

To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: We, your Committee on County Roads, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


We are presenting to each member of the Council a copy 
showing the estimates as laid out at the first of the year, 
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actual work completed, and cost of same to the end of 
October. 


The Road Committee decided not to do anything with the 
Special Maintenance on Road 8. The cost of the hill north of 
Walsingham Centre was going to exceed the estimates to a 
large extent. 


Road 9, from the Butter Factory to Clear Creek, has since 
been completed. 


Road 11.—The Committee feel that before any permanent 
work is done the two bad corners should be straigntened. The 
land and fence on the north corner to cost approximately 
$200.00. The Committee offered to fence the south portion 
and pay $450.00 for land and damage; this was accepted. 


On construction, the job from Silver Hill to Pine Grove 
Church is completed with the exception of gravelling. This is 
being carried on at the present time. The bad hill this side 
of Langton on Road 7 has been completed except gravelling. 
This leaves the westerly end of Road 7 to grade and gravel. - 


On Road 10 we continued tar from Unger’s Corner to the 
Reforestry Station which was not included in the estimates 
and propose now to fill the bad gully at Silver Hill along with 
the catch basins. _ 


On Road 32 the grading is finished and the gravelling 
nearly completed. This will be within the estimates, 


We propose to complete all work as laid out in the 
estimates with the exception of the hill north of Walsingham 
Centre, as mentioned above, and the bridge on the Windham 
Townline, and fully expect to be well within our estimates 
at the end of the year.

To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Committee, beg leave 
to report as follows: 


Plot No. 1—Bonnie Heath Farm in Townsend. 39,829 trees 
were planted last Spring and 85% are living and growing 
fine. The old woods has been cleaned up and cut in stove 
wood and is for sale. The old cherry orchard should be re- 
moved and planted in the Spring of 1940; also some trimming 
and re-setting done. 


Plot No. 2—Shellburg Property, Concession 9, Charlotte- 
ville, 114 acres. This property had considerable work done 
on it in 1987 and no further work is required except cleaning 
and some more spot planting. 


Plot No. 83—Turner Property, Lot 8, Concession 10. 100 
acres. This is a splendid lot and had about 25 acres trimmed. 





Spot planted 7,500 trees last Spring of which 75% are living. 
There are some old shade trees which should be removed this 
winter. The fire walls were all plowed and disced and no 
further plowing is required. 


Plot No. 4.—Davis Property. 200 acres at Pine Grove 
Church. This property has been fenced, being done last 
Spring which improved its value very much. The spot 
planting done in the Spring of 1938 is doing fine. Needs more 
cleaning and spot planting in the Spring of 1940. 


Plot No. 5.—Sipes’ Property. 1 mile north of Pine Grove 
Church, 100 acres. This is a wonderful plot of Red Pine. 
The fire walls were plowed and disced and about 3,000 trees 
were trimmed last Spring. There has been 7,000 trees trimmed 
this Fall and the work is progressing at present. This is 
the most valuable plot that is owned by the County. 


Plot No. 6.—Lot 18, Concession 5, South Walsingham; 
Miorden’s School. 99 acres. A ditch has been cleaned on this 
property this Summer. It needs some fence repairing next 
Spring; also the fire walls should be plowed and disced. 


Plot No. 7.—Simes’ Plot, 66% acres. This property 
should be surveyed and fenced as the public are at present 
using a road across this property. 12,100 trees were spot 
planted last Spring and are doing fine. Old fence rows are 
being removed at the present time. More spot planting is 
required next Spring. 


Plot No. .8.—Lot 14, Concession 13, North Walsingham. 
90 acres. 60 rods of new fence has been erected on the south 
side of this property and all rubbish dumping discontinued. 
Old fence rows have been cleaned and removed. The trees 
are in fine condition. Will need some trimming in the Spring 
of 1940. 


Plot No. 9.—Gravel Pit Farm in North Walsingham. 100 
acres. 25,830 trees were planted last Spring. The old chest- 
nut trees were removed and sold and would recommend sell- 
ing some large white ash and pine that are decaying. The 
balance of this Plot is in fine condition. 


Plot No. 10.—Lot 11, Concession 1, Charlotteville. One 
mile south and one-quarter mile west of Walsh Station; 100 
acres. Some old oak trees are to be removed this month. This 
property needs a new fence on the north side (next Spring); 
also fire walls should be plowed and disced. 


Plot No. 11.—Lot 12, Concession 2, Charlotteville. 50 
acres. The trees which, were planted in the Spring of 1938 
are doing fine. No further work required at present. 
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Plot No. 12.—27 acres North of Langton. A new fence 
has been erected on this property along the south and east 
sides. No further work is required at present as this Plot is 
in wonderful condition and is a credit to Norfolk County. 


Plot No. 13.—Unger’s School, St. Williams. 50 acres. 
This is the last property purchased by the County and was 
planted with 64,620 trees last Spring which are doing fine. 
Will need some fencing in Spring of 1940. There has been 
160 flowering shrubs planted recently at the front. 


We, your Committee, inspected the Waterford Public 
School Reforestation Plot and find that they have not the 
required amount of land to secure a grant from this County. 
This Plot is in beautiful condition and is a credit to Water- 
ford, 


Amended to pay Waterford Public School $25.00. 


We also recommend that all old decayed trees and fence 
rows be cleaned up on all the County Plots as soon as possible 
as they are a very serious detriment to the young timber.

By-Law No. 741 


Entitled “A By-law to Provide for The Corporation’s 
Consent to The Bell Telephone Company of Canada Construct- 
ing ‘its Lines upon the Highways, Streets, Bridges and Other 
Public Places of the Corporation, and to Authorize The County 
pee ah to Supervise and Approve the Construction of such 

ines. 


WHEREAS The Bell Telephone Company of Canada is 
empowered by its Special Act of Incorporation, 438 Victoria, 
Chapter 67 (Dom.) to construct, erect and maintain its line 
or lines of telephone along the sides of and across or under 
any public highways, streets, bridges, water-courses, or other 
such places, or across or under any navigable waters either 
wholly in Canada or dividing Canada from any other country, 
subject to the terms therein set forth; and 


WHEREAS Sub-Section 2 of Section 373 of the Railway 
Act, R.S.C. 1927, Chapter 170, provides that no telephone line 
within the legislative authority of the Parliament of Canada 
shall, except as therein provided, be constructed upon, along 
or across any highway, square or public place without the 
legal consent of the Municipality having jurisdiction over 
such highway, square or public place; and 


WHEREAS The Bell Telephone Company of Canada has 
carried on its business in the County of Norfolk for a number 
of years and has established its lines of telephone upon the 
public highways, streets, bridges and other public places within 
the said County of Norfolk and continues so to do, and will 
from time to time hereafter require to construct additional 
lines upon the public highways, streets, bridges, and other 
such places within the said County of Norfolk for the purpose 
of its business, 
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BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Corporation of 
the County of Norfolk as a By-law thereof as follows: 


1. That pursuant to the provisions of Section 373 (2) 
of the Railway Act R.S.C. 1927, Chapter 170, the said 
Corporation hereby ‘consents to the construction by the Bell 
Telephone Company of Canada of all lines of telephone and 
telephone plant heretofore constructed upon, along, across or 
under the highways, squares, bridges and public places within 
the said County of Norfolk over which the said Corporation 
has jurisdiction in the location and in the manner in which 
the same have been constructed. 


2. That pursuant to the provisions of Section 373 (2) an 
the Railway Act, R.S.C. 1927, Chapter 170, the said Corpora- 
tion hereby consents to the construction by the Bell Telephone 
Company of Canada from time to time hereafter of all such 
line or lines of telephone as it requires for the purposes of its 
business upon, along, across or under any or all of the high- 
ways, squares, bridges, or public places within the said 
County under the jurisdiction of this Corporation; Provided, 


however, that the construction of all such lines and plant by ~ 


the Bell Telephone Company of Canada shall be done in ac- 
cordance with the said Company’s standards of construction 
from time to time in force and effect; and provided further 
that the location of all such telephone lines and plant here- 
after constructed, or of existing lines which may hereafter 
be relocated, and the opening up of streets, squares, bridges 
or other such public places for the erection of poles or the 
carrying of wires underground, shall be subject to the super- 
vision of the County Engineer of the Corporation from time 
to time being, whose written approval of locations of lines 
and whose certificates as to supervision shall be valid and 
binding upon the Corporation. 


3. Upon obtaining the consent of the abutting land- 
owners, the Company may, with the approval and under the 
supervision of the said County Engineer, trim or remove all 
trees growing or standing upon the highways of the Corpor- 
ation so as to keep its lines and wires free from interference 
therewith. 


4. The Clerk of the said Corporation is hereby authorized 
and directed to certify from time to time under the Seal of 
the Corporation to The Bell Telephone Company of Canada 
the appointment and the name of the Corporation’s County 
Engineer authorized to act under this By-law. 


5. And be it further enacted that in the event of the 
County Engineer or other properly qualified body or person 
deeming it necessary to request the Company to move, alter 
or re-arrange its line or lines of telephone and/or other plant 
for the purpose of widening, improving or relocating a high- 
way of the Corporation, or for any other purpose, the County 
Engineer may give to the said Company an order to do such 
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work as he deem necessary; and he may enter into an agree- 
ment with the said Company for the payment of the whole 
of any portion of the cost of the said work by the Corpora- 
tion, and any such agreement entered into by the said County 
Engineer shall be valid and fully binding upon the said 
Corporation, provided that the amount of the cost to be 
borne by ‘the Corporation under the terms of the said agree- 
ment shall not exceed the sum of $200.00.
